12-Day Torture of 
Boy, 14, Admitted 
By Elmore Youths 

MOUNTAIN HOME, Sept 4 (U-R)— Elmoro County Proae- 
cutor Perce Halt reported today that a. 14-year-old Anderson 
ranch boy had been tortured for 12 days at the hands of two 
older teen-age youths in an Isolated jnountain cabin. 

Hall said the boy— Joseph Cannon — suffered bums from' 
flsming gasoline, numerous bruises fronu beatings with tug 
chains for a horse's harness and knife cuts during his days 
and nights of terror in the cabin. The prosecutor said Don 
Elders, 17, and Leroy M. Landers, jr., 16, both of Anderson 
dam, have signed written confessions detailing their torture 
of the younger boy^ but that 



' they could give no reason for 
their acts.

Lander's father. The three had Kone 
to the ranch to work In Uio bar 
Ileida. 

The' most brutal aot confused by 
the youthi, aald HaU, occurred' on 
Aug. 18 when they used gasoline on 
the boy. They tied 'Cannon in * 
chair, the attorney said, and splUed 
the nuld over hla right ankle and 
then set It afire. Cannon managed 
to beat the fire out. 

Set Fire on Chest 

Elden and Landera then set fire 
to gas on the youth's chest, but 
again Cannon was able to douse the 
names by breaking loose from the 
chair and Tolling on' the cabin bed, 
Hall reported. • 

On othBT days, the prospector said. 
Elders and Landers confessed to us- 
ing a knife to "scratch" the skin on 
Cannon's body. They also confessed 
to beating Cannon "with a whip, 
~ a wooden hanger and tug chains."

WASHIKOTON, Sept. 4 (ff)— The 
agriculture department reportaa last 
jUght that the American fann er Is 
taking In more money than 
before. 6ome officials who worked on 
the report told a reporter that trends 
so far In IStl Indicate the year may 
bring the highest annual eamin»» 
In history os'weil, despll« mounting 
production costs. 

The deportment. In a survey pre- 
pared by Its bureau of agricultural 
economics, estimated' total farm cash 
receipts during th e first eight 
months of 10*7 at 'g 17,400^00 W>-» 
31 per cent gohi over the same 
period of 1948, a record year. 
Hew B«cord Set 
Between Jan. I and the end of 
August, the report showed, agri- 
culture as an Industry had a greater 
gross Income' than in any corres- 
ponding period In history. 

But (he higher Income Is not aU 
dear gain for the farmer, the report 
added. His operating costs are con- 
tinuing to increase. In 1910, the 
expenses of operatlnit farms went up 
nine per cent, .No estimate was made 
for 1947 expenses. ■ .

The' price of butter, eggs, com, 
wheat, odta and meat-oo -the -hoof 
bad risen to record high levels. 
' Qraln trmdera said that much ot 
the price rise was caused by tha 
August drought, which IntUcted 
heavy damage to com, the natlorf's 
basic crop. The other prices, the 
traders said, were Ued to com In an 
ccontxnio* chain reaction.

Floods and drought cut the 
crop to about BOOflOOflOO bushels 
below lost year's outpuL Fanners 
need com to feed to meat animals, 
dairy cattle and poultry.

LAWYERS' FULL-EMPLOYMENT BILL 
The big chiefs of orgnnlzcd labor are urg. 
Ing thclripcmbershlp to turRout, a year from 
November, and defeat every congressman 
Becking re-election Who voted for the Taft- 
Hartley law. There la ^ome doubt that this 
could be done. At least the labor vote, in 
1046, failed conspicuously to retire from of- 
fice those congressmen who voted for the 
Case labor bill, which Mr. Truman vetoed. 
- - But If the labor vote should turn the trick 
next year, the' country might never get to see 
how the Taft-Hartley_la\v really would woric. 
■ For the way things are starting out, there 
a good' chance that thcJe will be 14 .months 
-of chaotic labor relations between now and 
the next election. 

On the day that this controversial law tobk 
lull effect, some significant signs of labor 
strategy were in evidence. James C. Petrlllo 
of the American FederaHtwi of Musicians 
i (AFL) had refused to make, union Instru- 
nientallsts available to firms desiring to go 
' Into record manufacturing. 

The International Typographical union 
; (AFL) had determined to sign no more con- 
I tracts in this country, but instead to post 
■, I list of demanded working conditions in each 
union shop. This was because the Taft- 
^ Hartley "|aw prohibits the closed shop. An 
j employer's failure to accept the ITU demands 
: wpuld be Interpreted by the union as a lock' 
f out. 

[ There was strong opposition throughout 
: organized labor to submitting signed statc- 
ments from union officers that they ore not 
: communists or communist - sympathizers. 
*• Without such statements, the unions, under 
• the new law, cannot bring charges agalnsi 
employers before the NLRB. 
These actions will probably wind up In the 
; coflrts, since the NLRB cannot summarily 
, I punish Infractions of the law. 
1 Is Mr. Petrlllo acting In restraint of trade? 
; Win the ITU working conditions, which wlU 
specifically state that they do not represent 
I "any meeting of the minds In collectlve-tjlir 
! gaining," be Interpreted as an unfair labor 
.; practice? Will the federal courts find that 
the clause demanding statements of non^ 
' communism Is unconstitutional? 

And these are only three provisions' of the 
new law. What about the provisions barring 
; foremen's imlons, . limiting union political 
, J^ctlvlty, defining union liability, for breach 
oi contract, prohibiting Jurisdictional strikes, 
government workers' strikes, strikes which 
create a national emergency? 

These and other parts of the law clin be de- 
fined, contested, -taken to court and ap- 
. pealed. No wonder somebody christened th6 
_ Taft-Hartley law the. lawyer's full-cmploy- 
. mcnt bill. 

It looks like a long, hard year of litigation, 
with plenty of unrest and plenty of strikes. 
But there la one bright hope In this rather 
dismal outlook, and It lies In intelligent col- 
lective bargaining. 
We hope the majority of employers arid 
" unhin officials will continue to have faith in 
that proven method and try to use It well. 
We also hope that majority, conscious of 
Industry's and labor's vital part In the na- 
tion's economic life, is too Intelligent to in- 
jure the nation's welfare' needlessly by spite- 
ful reVfcnge or spiteful defiance. 



THE AMPHIBIOUS COMMUNISTS 
An AFL longshoremen's strike, in which 
sailors of the-CIO National Maritime union 
joined, prevented the liner America from 
sailing from New York last week. It Incon- 
venienced 938 passengers. It dealt another 
'hlow at American shipping which, at best, Is 
having a hard time competing with the Brit- 
ish trans-Atlantic luxury ships. 

These were not the most serious results of 
the strike, however. The most noteworthy 
. thing about this strike was the revelation of 
how cosily a few men could and might con- 
trive to tie up a vital element of our national 
defense; ' " 

■ The strike began as a wildcot revolt of 
about a tenth of Now York's 30,000 longshore- 
men against, a contract which International 
Longshoremen's ossoclatlon officials had ne- 
gotiated with the shipowners. Apparently 
there also were some union politics mixed up 
with the walkout 

Then the America's NMU .walked out in 
sympathy. The sympathy was a rather new 
emotion, since lihe ILA and the NMU- have 
_ been at each other's throats for years. The 
crew was led off by Joseph Stack, an able 
seaman aboard the America, a member of the 
NMU'a powerful left-wing group and. until 
recently, vice-president of the union. 

Some of the NMU "sympathizers" circulat- 
ed among the longshoremen pickets, dlstrib- 
utUjg leaflets and comhiunlst literature. They 
got rude, rouBh reception from the AFL dock- 
hands. But still- the sympathy strike con- 
tinued, although the longshorcmea's walkout 
was none of the NMU's affair Why? 
It seems likely that the Whole performance 
a test of strength, or perhaps a rehearsal. 
..It Is no secret tliat one important communist

A person who has nrfl seen a major du.it storm can 
hardly Imagine what It Is like. The aviator has the 
beat view.

The plan called for a ocollng down 
of Imports from the United Slates 
to 8.000,000 tons by IBSl, with Eu- 
rope becoming self-sufficient In 
coal by the end of that year. 

Tho 18-naUons taking pcut In the 
cooperation conference, plus western 
Germany, produced 050,000.000 tons 
of coal In 1038. Tho KKS output was 
300,000,000 tons. Tlie four-year plan 
called for a boost to S84.00ff;000 tons 
In IDSI.
